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ON  THE  COVER: 

Lenoir  Rhyne  College  took  another  step  into 
the  future  as  fall  semester  began  in  early 
September.  Symbolic  of  this  might  be  a  look 
into  the  stars.  Shown  in  the  cover  photo  is 
the  Great  Nebula  in  Orion.  The  picture  was 
taken  at  the  College  Observatory  on  January 
21,  1974  by  Dr.  Charles  Cooke  '59  and  Mr. 
Edwin  Cooke.  This  nebula  appears  to  be  the 
middle  of  the  three  stars  shown  which  make 
up  the  sword  of  Orion,  the  Hunter.  The 
nebula  is  about  1700  light-years  from  the 
earth  and  shines  by  a  process  of  fluores- 
cence caused  by  the  ultraviolet  light  emitted 
by  four  bright  stars  near  its  center. 
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RING  OUT  THE  OLD, 
RING  IN  THE  NEW 


It's  not  January,  but  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  is 
ringing  out  the  old  and  ringing  in  the  new. 

Lenoir  Rhyne's  "New  Year  fever"  came  as  the 
college  awoke  from  a  "short  summer's  nap"  to  open 
its  85th  academic  year.  Following  a  busy  and 
successful  summer  school,  the  campus 
experienced  a  brief  lull,  but  again  mixing  up  the 
seasons,  it  was  almost  like  spring  as  the  new  school 
year  grew  closer. 

Members  of  the  campus  community,  as  well  as 
residents  of  the  surrounding  area,  can  affirm  that 
the  college  goes  into  hibernation  when  classes  are 
not  in  session.  There  are  still  some  busy  centers  of 
activity  as  administrators  go  about  their  daily  work 
and  maintenance  workers  hurry  from  chore  to 
chore,  butthe  absence  of  many  studentsand  faculty 
robs  the  campus  of  much  life  and  vitality. 

WELCOME  ARRIVAL 

To  those  remaining  on  the  scene,  the  new  school 
year  with  its  crowds  of  new  and  returning  students  is 
a  welcome  arrival.  Buildings  reopen;  people  walk 
the  sidewalks  again;  the  campus  is  filled  with  the 
sights  and  sounds  of  registration  and  the  beginning 
of  classes.  Lenoir  Rhyne  is  alive  again. 

The  first  signs  of  this  1975  renaissance  came  in 
late  August  at  Lenoir  Rhyne.  As  that  hot  month  drew 
to  a  close,  the  college's  football  players,  91  of  them, 
reported  for  early  training.  Within  a  few  days  this 
rugged  crew  was  prevalent  in  two  places  —  the 
practice  field  where  they  ground  out  morning, 
afternoon  and  night  sessions;  and  the  Cromer 
College  Center  where  they  recovered  between 
practices. 

The  football  players  and  their  exhorting 
taskmasters,  the  coaches,  were  a  good 
foreshadowing  of  the  year  to  come  for  they 
personified  excitement,  enthusiasm  and  hope.  On 
the  gridiron,  as  elsewhere  in  life,  hope  springs 
eternal,  and  pre-season  practices  are  forever  the 
time  for  talk  of  undefeated  seasons,  championships 
and  trips  to  bowls. 

This  year  the  talk  took  on  special  significance  as 
the  Bears  prepared  to  do  battle  in  a  new  athletic 
conference.  The  South  Atlantic  Conference  has  now 
begun  its  first  season,  and  the  Bruins  hope  to  bring 
home  its  initial  football  crown. 

NEW  STUDENTS 

Soon  the  footballers  were  joined  by  a  host  of  new 
Lenoir  Rhyne  students.  Approximately  450 
freshmen  and  transfers  reported  to  the  college  on 
Sunday  afternoon,  September  7,  and  the 
reawakening  of  campus  was  almost  complete.  After

a  few  busy  days  of  orientation,  the  new  students  met 
the  upperclassmen,  almost  900  of  them. 

Lenoir  Rhyne  was  once  again  itself.  A  full 
complement  of  students,  faculty  and  staff  was  on 
hand,  and  the  campus  bustled  with  activity. 

New  and  returning  students  were  greeted  with 
several  new  academic  programs.  Two  students 
began  a  semester  of  study  in  Washington,  D.C.,  as 
part  of  Lenoir  Rhyne's  recently-adopted 
Washington  Semester  Program  in  cooperation  with 
American  University. 

The  Washington  Semester  offering  will  allow 
outstanding  students  from  Lenoir  Rhyne  to  spend  a 
semester  studying  in  the  nation's  capital.  Among  the 
options  in  the  program  are  a  Foreign  Policy 
Semester,  an  Economic  Policy  Semester,  a 
Washington  Urban  Semester,  and  an  International 
Development  Semester. 

NEW  MATH  DEGREE 

Also  new  in  the  Lenoir  Rhyne  curriculum  is  a 
bachelor  of  science  degree  in  mathematics.  The 
B.S.  program  was  established  to  meet  several 
needs.  It  will  fulfill  the  requests  of  a  number  of 
students  who  have  recently  earned  bachelor  of  arts 
degrees  in  mathematics  at  Lenoir  Rhyne,  and  it  will 
providea  more  realistic  background  for  many  career 
openings  anticipated  in  the  immediate  future. 

Inaddition,  talented  LenoirRhynestudents  will  be 
able  to  begin  a  dual-degree  program  with  North 
Carolina  State  University  during  1975-76.  Asa  part  of 
Lenoir  Rhyne's  general  studies  curriculum,  the  new 
offering  with  NCSU  will  allow  students  to  elect 
programs  in  engineering  and  engineering 
operations. 

New  faculty  and  staff  were  also  on  hand  to  begin 
the  fall  semester  at  Lenoir  Rhyne.  The  new  faculty 
included  five  full-time  teachers  and  three  part-time. 
They  were  Dr.  H.  Lowell  Ashman,  associate 
professor  of  political  science;  David  F.  Downing, 
instructor  in  theatre  arts  and  speech;  Dr.  Robert  A. 
Dedmon,  assistant  professor  of  English;  K.  Burl 
McCuiston,  acquisitions  and  reference  librarian; 
Augustin  Quilici,  assistant  professor  of  French;  Paul 
Dragoo,  assistant  in  economics  instruction;  William 
Forbis,  instructor  of  sociology;  and  Mrs.  Betty 
Parker,  assistant  in  nursing  instruction. 

NEW  STAFF 

New  staff  members  included  Dale  E.  Kirkley, 
admissions  counselor;  Edward  F.  Smith,  director  of 
security;  and  Arthur  G.  Sutherland,  Jr.,  director  of 
food  service. 

Three  of  the  new  Lenoir  Rhyne  employees  are 


alumni  —  Dragoo  74,  Mrs.  Parker  '67  and  Kirkley 
74. 

All  of  the  new  Lenoir  Rhyne  employees  are  filling 
existing  positions.  Theyare  replacements  for  faculty 
and  staff  who  have  left  the  college  for  retirement, 
new  employment  and  other  reasons. 

Not  only  Lenoir  Rhyne's  new  employees  had  to  get 
used  to  new  surroundings.  Much  renovation  and 
moving  of  offices  was  done  over  the  summer.

On  Monday,  May  26,  274  young  men  and  women  were  added 
to  the  alumni  roster  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  College.  While  few  of 
these  alumni  have  had  a  real  opportunity  to  make  their  "mark" 
in  their  new  world,  PROFILE  thought  it  might  be  fun  to  survey 
these  new  graduates  and  find  out  where  they  are  and  how  they 
intend  to  use  their  educational  experience. 

Survey  forms  were  mailed  to  all  the  members  of  the  class  and 
of  the  150  replies,  thirty-eight  indicated  they  had  entered  the 
field  of  education;  twenty-two  were  in  the  nursing  profession; 
seventeen  had  entered  graduate  school  and  ten  were  in  man- 
agement positions.  There  were  twenty-seven  who  responded 
that  they  had  not  yet  accepted  any  permanent  position.

Class  of  '75  happily  awaits  commencement 
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Record  Response  to  Loyalty  Fund 
Encouraging 


Alumni  and  friends  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  have 
responded  at  record  giving  levels  thus  far  during 
the  1975  Loyalty  Fund  campaign!  As  the  drive 
enters  the  final  quarter,  unofficial  totals  indicate 
approximately  $130,000  in  unrestricted  gifts 
and  pledges  have  been  reported  toward  the 
overall  $200,000  goal. 

National  chairman  for  the  current  campaign  is 
Charles  Snipes '58  of  Hickory.  He  and  his  committee 
have  outlined  a  three-phase  campaign  to  meet 
the  objective. 

Phase  I  —  One  of  One  Thousand  —  a  drive  to  enlist 
1000  donors  at  the  Century  Club  level  ($100  or 
more)  was  concluded  on  July  15  and  produced 
approximately  $120,000.  During  this  period,  thirty 
community  teams  met  their  goals  and  were 
named  to  the  "Leadership  Honor  Roll". 

Among  the  leaders  in  signing  up  new  Century 
Club  members  were  the  four  teams  on  the  Lenoir 
Rhyne  campus.  The  team  of  "non-alumni  faculty", 
chaired  by  Dr.  Don  Hayes  led  with  26  commitments; 
"non-alumni  staff".  Dr.  James  Unglaube,  chairman, 
signed  up  16  new  members.  Professor  Tom 
Blackburn  '45  enlisted  15  fellow  members  of  the 
"alumni  faculty"  and  Steve  Shuford  '50,  college 
registrar,  met  his  goal  of  10  from  the  "alumni  staff". 

The  final  campus  total  of  67  surpassed  by  45  the 
old  record  of  employees  making  commitments  in 
any  one  year  at  the  Century  Club  level. 

The  leading  community  in  "One  of  One 
Thousand  "  gifts  was  Conover  with  33.  That 
campaign  was  headed  by  Nancy  (Mauney)  Pannell

While  the  formal  Phase  I  campaign  is  complete, 
gifts  are  still  coming  in  and  as  of  September  1 ,  691 
alumni  and  friends  had  responded  to  the  "One  of 
One  Thousand  "  campaign.  (These  totals  do  not 
include  donors  to  the  special  anniversary  appeals  of 
the  Class  of  '25  and  '50  nor  do  they  include  Grand 
Patron  gifts  (gifts  over  $1000.) 

Phase  D  of  the  current  drive  was  launched  on 
August  1  and  is  directed  at  previous  contributors  to 
Loyalty  Fund  who  have  not  yet  made  their  response 


in  1975.  Personal  contacts  are  being  conducted 
throughout  some  seventy-five  communities  to 
follow-up  with  some  2500  prospects.  The  goal  for 
this  phase  of  the  campaign  is  $58,000  and  will  run 
through  the  end  of  October. 

In  reviewing  the  campaign  progress,  chairman 
Snipes  commented,  "The  Loyalty  Fund  Committee 
is  very  pleased  with  the  way  the  workers  and  donors 
have  responded  thus  far.  While  raising  unrestricted 
gifts  from  last  year's  record  of  over  $112,500  to 
$200,000  does  represent  a  great  challenge,  we  do 
have  a  plan  that  we  feel  is  working.  Actually,  I  view 
our  plan  as  a  giant  puzzle  with  every  gift 
representing  a  very  important  piece  of  that  puzzle. 
Before  our  puzzle  will  be  complete,  we  will  need  the 
best  response  possible  from  every  alumnus  and 
friend  of  the  college.  If  every  gift  represents  thatt>esf 
effort,  then  I'm  confident  that  our  $200,000  puzzle 
will  be  complete  by  December  31. 

"Donors  should  feel  free  to  send  their  gift  directly 
to  the  college  and  not  wait  for  a  personal  contact. 
Gifts  will  be  credited  to  respective  community 
teams.  "  Snipes  concluded  by  saying,  "Any  gift  that 
is  received  by  the  year's  end  will  qualify  for  the 
Loyalty  Fund  Honor  Roll.  Every  gift  —  regardless  of 
the  size  —  helps  meet  a  very  important  need:  to 
insure  that  future  generations  may  have  the  same 
opportunity  that  many  of  us  experienced  in 
receiving  a  quality  education  at  Lenoir  Rhyne 
College."

A  NEW  LOOK 


The  summer  of  1975  was  a  time  of  change  for 
Lenoir  Rhyne  College.  In  addition  to  the  establish- 
ment of  new  academic  programs  and  the  employ- 
ment of  new  faculty  and  staff,  the  campus  took  on  a 
new  look  after  some  major  renovations. 

The  changes  were  centered  in  the  Voigt  R.  Cromer 
College  Center,  Mapleview  Dormitory  and  Cline 
Gymnasium.  Offices  have  been  added  to  the  Center, 
and  the  student  personnel  staff  is  now  located  in 
that  building. 

Mapleview  has  been  renamed  The  Development 
House.  It  is  the  new  home  of  that  department  and 
includes  facilities  for  the  alumni  office,  the  publicity 
office  and  the  development  office. 

Cline  has  been  remodeled  and  strengthened  so 
that  it  can  be  used  until  a  new  physical  education 
facility  is  constructed.  The  old  gymnasium  was 
closed  last  year,  but  with  the  summer's  repairs  it  is 
now  being  used  for  physical  education  and  in- 
tramural sports. 

According  to  Lenoir  Rhyne  business  manager 
Harry  S.  Livengood,  the  work  on  the  Cromer  Center 
and  Mapleview  was  done  to  provide  more  space  for 
various  campus  offices  and  relocate  some  of  them 
closer  to  the  persons  they  serve. 

Cost  estimations  for  the  summer  renovations  total 
approximately  $75,000,  said  Livengood.  He 
cautioned,  however  that  this  figure  was  not  final.

$5,191,522   has  been   raised   in   cash  and 
pledges  toward  that  goal.

The 
college  continues  to  move  ahead  with  plans 
for  the  successful  achievement  of  need- 
oriented  goals  through  December  31,  1979.

Fund-raising  is  an  indispensable  function 
for  the  survival  of  the  independent  college 
today.  Students  pay  approximately  70  per 
cent  of  their  way.  and  the  remaining  30  per 
cent  must  be  raised  annually  through  current 
operations  support. 

Additionally,  there  is  the  need  for  capital 
funds  with  which  to  build  and  renovate 
facilities  and  to  enlarge  endowment. 

Lenoir  Rhyne's  development  program  is 
geared  to  seek  continuing  support  in  all  these 
areas. 


Loyalty  Fund 

A  rising  star  on  the  horizon  of  voluntary 
current  operations  support  at  Lenoir  Rhyne  is 
the  Loyalty  Fund.  Last  year's  total  gifts  to 
Loyalty  Fund  amounted  to  $112,556.  This 
year's  goal  is  $200,000.  Under  the  vigorous 
leadership  of  Charles  Snipes,  with  a  splendid 
volunteer  organization,  it  appears  that  that 
goal  will  be  met. 

Up  to  now,  solicitation  for  Loyalty  Fund  has 
been  pretty  much  limited  to  alumni  of  the  col- 
lege. But  keen  interest  has  developed  on  the 
part  of  alumni  leadership  for  expanding  that 
solicitation  to  non-alumni  friends  and  to 
businesses  and  industry,  particularly  in  the 
Catawba  Valley  area. 

Such  a  broader-based  donor  constituency 
for  Loyalty  Fund  solicitation  will  further 
strengthen  annual  giving  support  to  the  col- 
lege. And  once  the  $200,000  goal  is  met  in 
1975,  that  new,  historic  plateau  of  giving  will 
likely  be  sustained  and  heightened  each  suc- 
ceeding year.

The  Synod  Campaign 

A  prime  factor  in  the  successful  completion 
of  the  "Strategy  for  the  Seventies  "  program  is 
the  capital  funds  campaign  being  projected 
for  the  North  Carolina  Synod  of  the  Lutheran 
Church  in  America  in  1977.  At  its  June,  1975 
convention  the  Synod  approved  such  a  cam- 
paign with  the  specific  campaign  organiza- 
tion and  dollar  goals  to  be  presented  for  ap- 
proval at  the  Synod's  1976  convention. 

The  Campaign  Steering  Committee  which 
met  in  Charlotte  several  weeks  ago  requested 
the  Lutheran  Laymen's  Movement  for  Stew- 
ardship, LCA,  to  do  a  feasibility  study  within 
the  North  Carolina  Synod  in  preparation  for 
the  campaign.  The  feasibility  study  will  be 
done  in  early  1976.

LR  Alumnus  Gives 
Alma  Mater  Water 
Evaluation  Equipment 

Clyde  A.  Farris  Jr.  of  Knoxville, 
Tenn.,  a  1944  graduate  of  Lenoir 
Rhyne  College,  has  donated  more 
than  $6,000  to  his  alma  mater  for  the 


purchase  of  an  atomic  absorption 
spectrophotometer.  The  new  in- 
strument will  be  used  for  examina- 
tion and  evaluation  of  water. 

Lenoir  Rhyne  officials  said  that 
Farris's  gift  will  be  employed  in  the 
college's  environmental  studies 
major  and  in  the  environmental  sci- 
ence course  required  of  all  students. 
It  will  also  be  available  for  student 
and  faculty  research. 

In  addition,  the  new  instrument 
has  capabilities  for  the  evaluation  of 
well  and  city  water  in  the  Unifour 
area.  It  will  play  a  key  role  in  the 
establishment  of  a  water  evaluation 
laboratory  on  the  Lenoir  Rhyne 
campus. 

Farris  is  a  native  of  Cherryville  and 
graduated  from  Central  High  School 
in  Charlotte.  He  earned  a  bachelor  of 
arts  degree  in  science  at  Lenoir 
Rhyne. 

The  Lenoir  Rhyne  benefactor 
joined  Fulbright  Laboratories  in 
Charlotte  following  his  college 
graduation  and  worked  in  sales  and 
service  for  more  than  nine  years.  In 
1953  he  founded  Water  Services, 
Inc.,  a  Knoxville  company  which  he 
serves  as  president  and  general 
manager. 

Five  years  later  Farris  established 
Farris  Chemical  Company,  Inc.,  and 
in  1970  he  founded  Water  Services 
Caribbean,  Inc.  He  is  president  of 
both  firms. 

Among  other  professional  organi- 
zations, Farris  belongs  to  the  North 
Carolina  Society  of  Engineers,  the 
Knoxville  Technical  Society,  the 
American  Chemical  Society  and  the 
American  Water  Works  Association. 

The  Lenoir  Rhyne  alumnus  was 
awarded  a  certificate  of  merit  for 
water  treatment  research  by  the 
Dictionary  of  International 
Biography,  and  he  is  listed  in  a 
number  of  Who's  Who  publications.

He  plans  to  utilize 
his  training  in  psychology  as  both 
counselor  and  teacher. 

Fogarty  will  spend  his  leave  study- 
ing in  Italy,  Greece  and  other  parts  of 
the  Classical  World.  He  plans  to  col- 
lect and  produce  audio-visual  mate- 
rials for  use  at  Lenoir  Rhyne,  as  well 
as  visit  various  archaeological  sites 
and  museums. 

Fogarty  joined  the  Lenoir  Rhyne 
faculty  in  1967.

Speaker  Challenges

Renowned  German  theologian 
the  Reverend  Helmut  Thielicke, 
D.D.,  visited  the  Lenoir  Rhyne  Col- 
lege campus  during  the  month  of 
September  and  spoke  at  the 
college's  official  opening  convoca- 
tion.

His  service  to  Lenoir  Rhyne  includes 
past  membership  on  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees and  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Alumni  Association  His  alumni  in- 
volvements include  Loyalty  Fund  ac- 
tivities and  various  other  committee  re- 
sponsibilities.

I  can't  remember  who  won  the  game,  but  I 
do  remember  that  I  enjoyed  it.  That  trip  with 
my  father  to  my  first  Thanksgiving  Day  foot- 
ball game  at  Lenoir  Rhyne  many  years  ago 
proved  to  be  one  of  the  first  occasions  I  had  to 
spend  some  time  on  the  Lenoir  Rhyne  cam- 
pus. Although  I  (like  many  of  you)  had  cometo 
be  familiar  with  our  fine  college  at  a  much 
younger  age,  I  really  appreciated  the  oppor- 
tunity of  actually  being  there  that  day  and 
feeling  the  enthusiasm  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  cam- 
pus life.  We  ate  candy  and  drank  cokes  while 
the  Bears  played  the  Indians.  The  L.R.  march- 
ing band  played,  and  personalities  1  had  only 
heard  of  or  read  about  were  seen  and  met  in 
various  places  around  the  campus.  Then  it 
came  to  my  mind  that  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  is 
a  very  fine  institution.  I  was  impressed. 

Not  too  many  years  later  I  graduated  from 
Lenoir  Rhyne.  During  my  fouryears  there,  and 
during  these  years  that  have  transpired  since, 
I  have  had  a  number  of  good  opportunities  to 
become  acquainted  with  L.R.'s  purpose  and 
function,  her  impact  on  life,  her  constituency. 


her  value  and  worthiness  of  support,  and  the 
comfort  and  reassurance  that  comes  from 
knowing  Lenoir  Rhyne  is  there. 

THE  PURPOSE  AND  FUNCTION  OF  LENOIR 
RHYNE  is  explained  rather  carefully  in  many  of 
the  brochures  and  pamphlets  that  are  made 
available  for  public  relations  purposes.  When 
I  remember  that  it  is  a  liberal  arts  college  ded- 
icated to  the  principles  of  Christian  higher 
education  (which  holds  the  constant  search 
for  the  Truth  parament  in  its  efforts),  I  con- 
clude that  it  is  a  school  with  a  solid  foundation 
as  well  as  one  with  a  good  and  honorable 
function  in  mind.  I  hardly  see  how  there  can 
be  any  doubt  about  the  quality  of  education 
one  might  expect  to  receive  on  the  L.R.  cam- 
pus. Notice  the  principle  that  well  might  be 
expected  to  serve  as  the  influential  ingredient 
.  .  .  CHRISTIAN  higher  education.  Obviously  no 
apology  needs  to  be  made  for  this.  I  feel  I 
would  have  been  out-of-place  as  a  student  to 
insist  that  this  particular  quality  be  dismissed 
from  educational  efforts.  Had  I  not  wanted  to 
subject  myself  to  such  an  influence  I  had  the 
alternative  to  attend  another  institution.  As  a 
parent  I  feel  it  would  be  inappropriate  for  me 
to  ask  the  college  to  adjust  its  basic  purpose 
and  function  to  more  satisfactorily  meet  the 
potential  desires  of  any  of  my  children  who 
might  choose  to  attend  L.R.  even  though  the 
world  has  "turned  over  many  times"  and 
some  values  have  changed.  It's  good  to  know 
that  at  Lenoir  Rhyne  the  goal  is  the  same ...  to 
provide  higher  education  in  a  Christian  envi- 
ronment and  atmosphere. 

THE  IMPACTON  LIFE  made  by  our  fine  institu- 
tion is  quite  remarkable.  Really,  it  cannot  be 
measured  completely.  It'sonly  when  we  begin 
to  see  how  so  very  many  lives  have  been  influ- 
enced there  through  the  total  educational 
process  (with  all  of  the  social,  extra-curricular 
and  responsible  experiences  of  human  learn- 
ing) that  we  can  even  hope  to  calculate  the 
impact  and  influence  Lenoir  Rhyne  makes  on 
life.  Not  only  could  we  point  to  the  hundreds 
of  graduates  who  today  occupy  various  posi- 
tions of  responsibility  and  leadership  in  our 
society,  as  well  as  to  the  tremendous  oppor- 
tunity for  education  at  the  post  high  level 
which  the  communities  of  Hickory  and 
Catawba  County  have  come  to  appreciate; 
but  we  also  note  the  personal  lives  of  many 
individuals  whose  sense  of  direction  for  life 
no  doubt  was  acquired  there.  Just  to  see  a 
print-out  of  the  names  and  addresses  of  the 
more  than  13,000  alumni  tends  to  substan- 
tiate the  fact  that  over  the  years  Lenoir  Rhyne 
has  come  to  have  her  share  of  impact  and 
influence  on  the  society  of  mankind  in  this 
century.  I  admit  to  you  that  the  realization  of 
such  a  fact  is  more  than  slightly  awe-inspiring 
to  me.  I  am  grateful. 

FOR  HER  CONSTITUENCY  I  have  Come  to  be 
equally  grateful.  Being  a  member  of  the  North 
Carolina  Synod  of  The  Lutheran  Church  in 


America  (which  owns,  is  trusted  with  the  gen- 
eral oversight  of  via  trustee  elections,  and 
which  supports  financially  ...  at  least  in  part) 
has  caused  me  to  realize  that  L.R.'s  constitu- 
ency first  of  all  consists  of  more  than  75,000 
Lutherans  in  the  state  of  North  Carolina.  Add 
to  that  the  hundreds  of  other  Christians  who 
choose  to  be  considered  a  part  of  her  family 
means  that  we  should  take  into  consideration 
the  community  organizations,  the  many  bene- 
factors and  all  of  the  alumni.  We  calculate 
quite  a  constituency.  It's  gratifying  to  see  the 
many  hours  of  time  devoted  by  the  college 
administration,  faculty,  community  groups, 
committee  persons,  students,  families  of  stu- 
dents, friends  of  the  college,  and  countless  of 
individuals  who  want  to  do  whatever  they  can 
to  insure  Lenoir  Rhyne's  continued  success. 
The  "family"  is  doing  well. 

HER  VALUE  IS  UNIQUE  AND  MAKES  HER 
WORTHY  OF  OUR  SUPPORT.  When  I  begin  to 
consider  the  value  and  worth  of  a  given  entity, 
I  always  try  to  approach  it  from  what  I  call  the 
extremely  possible  opposite  point  of  view.  It's 
a  kind  of  "what  if"  approach.  So,  "what  if" 
each  of  us  decided  to  live  without  making  the 
best  possible  contribution  we  have  to  offer 
the  world?  Then  the  world  would  be  without 
that  contribution,  for  each  of  us  is  unique  .  .  . 
and  therefore  valuable.  "What  if  "  Lenoir 
Rhyne  were  not  in  existence?  In  the  first  place 
more  than  1,300  students  per  year  would  have 
to  find  somewhere  else  to  receive  a  higher 
education.  Secondly,  a  valuable  influence  on 
people's  lives  would  be  lost.  Finally,  I  contend 
that  a  real  emptiness  would  be  felt.  Now  if  the 
existence  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  is  vital, 
then  all  the  support  we  can  give  is  greatly 
appreciated.  I'm  talking  about  the  kind  of 
support  that  comes  when  alumni  and  friends 
uphold  her  in  public  as  a  fine  institution,  en- 
dorse her  as  she  strives  to  adjust  to  and  de- 
velop any  new  methods  of  learning  that  may 
be  helpful  .  .  .  the  kind  of  support  that  comes 
from  saying  a  good  word  on  her  behalf 
whenever  the  opportunity  arises  or  when  the 
opportunity  comes  to  invest  some  hours  of 
time  working  for  her  causes  .  .  .  support  in 
sentiment  as  well  as  service.  Finally,  our  dol- 
lars are  certainly  very  helpful  to  Lenoir 
Rhyne's  total  responsibility. 

I  tell  you  the  truth  when  I  say  that  I  feel  a 
sense  of  comfort  and  reassurance  that  comes 
from  just  knowing  that  Lenoir  Rhyne  is  there.

Now  and  then  my  wife  and  I  enjoy  taking  our 
children  to  L.R.  for  a  special  event  like  Alumni 
Homecoming,  Alumni  Appreciation  Day,  or 
just  to  a  football  game.

Or  we  just  leisurely 
wander  around  campus  meeting  students, 
old  friends  and  maybe  some  college  per- 
sonalities whom  my  children  have  only  read 
or  heard  about.  We  all  feel  the  enthusiasm  of 
Lenoir  Rhyne  campus  life.  My  children  think 
that  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  is  a  very  fine  in- 
stitution. They  are  impressed.  And  after  all 
these  years  ...  so  am  I.
